ot cheir dildaine of avy way cot, when they rejected our ſeveral earnelt offers 
of a Treaty. | 
But why did they not ſend this bumble Petition? Hes Excelencetwice ſent 
unco, V's for a fate conduct for thoſe who thould be imployed therein, & we refu- 
ſed to give anygor co rec. ive the humble. & ducifull per.tion. Sure when Our good 
Subjects thall underſtandthe ſtrange ermity berweene theſe men and truth, the 
no-conſcience they uſe jn ſpub:1:lung, and informing thoſe by whom they pre» 
tend to bee truſted, things monltrous and contrary to their owne knowledge, 
they will not be lefle ottended with their falihood to themy' hen their Treaſon te 
Vs, 'Tis well knowne wee never refuſed co giveadmirttance toany Meſſage or 
petition from eicher or boch Huuſgo. Parliament, thicir Mcſlengers have been 
received and entertained npt only with that tafety, bur with that candor, as is 
due tothe beſt Subj=cts, when their Errand hath btn full of reproach and ſcorp, 
aud the bringers bold, arrogant, and fedicious-1n their demeanour, and therefore 
there needed to have bin ao more ſcruple made in thedclivery of this, then the 
other Petitions which-have beene brought Ys ; the truth 1s, we were no fooner 
acquainted at Shrew:bwry by the -E ale of Derſet that hee had received a letter 
from the Earle of Efex intimating that he had aperition from both Houſes to 
be delivered to Vs,and to that purpole asking a ſafe convoy for thoſe who thould 
be ſent, but wee returned this Auſwer, That as we had never refuſed to receave 
any Pericion from.our H -uſes of Parliament fo we thould be realy to give ſuch 
a reception and Anſwer to this as ſhould bee fir, and that thebrin,gersot ic ſhould 
come and go with all ſafery, only we required that none of thoſe perſons whom 
we had.particularly accuſed of High Treaſon thould be, by colour of that peti» 
tion, imployed toVs. After this we heard no more tilla lecond Letter, at leaſt 
2 fortnight atter the firſt, tothe Earle of Dorſet, informed Vs, that our tormer

the baleſt imputation upon their Soveraigne) that Sir John Henderſon and Colo» 


nell Cockram(men of 1]I report both for Religion and honefty) arefſent to Hams 
Sarough and Demmarkr; (we thought we thould have heard no more newes from 
Denmarke) to raiſe forrazgn forces and to bring them hither. We have beforein 
our Declarations (ſufficient to {:t15fe any honett man,) declared our opinion 


and reſolution concerning Forraigne Force, and Wee had never greater cauſe to - 
be confident of fc curity in our own SubjeRts, and therefore cannot believe fo vile:

Gentry abour Vs; and in our ſeryicebe viewed, aud will they notbee tt
